1959, of 16,121, and that his Report also showed receipts for the calendar 
year 1958 of $277, 819.52, and that this entire amount had been deposited in 
the Aleppo Temple bank account. He remarked that these two Reports of 
the Recorder had been audited by the Temple Auditors and that portions of 
Reports must be filed with the’ ImperialCouncil. He therefore moved that

PROPER DISPLAY OF 3 NATIONAL FLAGS 


Each Temple of the Order is instructed to provide and display at all 
Shrine parades and Shrine functions the three National flags under which 
Shrine Temples chartered by the Imperial Council operate, i. e., United 
States, Canada and Mexico. These three National flags should take their 
proper place in all Shrine Temple Color Squads and should also be properly 
displayed at all Shrine meetings. 


Information concerning the proper display of these National flags may 
he obtained from the Office of the Imperial Recorder. 


We are advised that on September 5, 1945, through the medium of 
Order-in-Council PC 5888, His Excellency the Governor General in Council, 
on the recommendation of the Prime Minister of Canada, ordered that the 
Red Ensign with the Shield of the Coat of Arms of Canada in the fly, be 
flown from buildings of the Canadian Government. This flag is referred 
to as the Canadian “Red Ensign.” The Order states this flag is to be used 
wherever place or occasion may make it desirable to fly a distinctive 
Canadian flag. 


On all state visits abroad by Canada’s representatives, including the 
Asiatic tour by former Prime Minister St. Laurent, “O Canada” was played 
as a distinctive Canadian anthem. 


It is noted in history that few National Anthems are adopted by legis- 
lation, but rather have gained their place because of general usage by the 
people of the country concerned. Therefore, for the purpose of expressing 
loyalty or fidelity to Canada as a Nation, “O Canada” is played. 


From the information we have been able to assemble in our extensive 
research, it is concluded that for the purposes of the Shrine, all Temples 
are instructed that the proper Canadian Flag to be used in Temple Color 
Squads and at all Shrine meetings is the Canadian “Red Ensign” (explained 
above), and the proper Canadian Anthem to be used is “O Canada.” 


All Shrine Temples are hereby instructed to provide in their Color 
Squads in parades and to display at all Shrine meetings the flags of the 
three countries under which Shrine Temples are chartered, i.e. United 
States, Canada and Mexico.
